WORK ONCE 


Settle Wage Row by 
December; Public 


Is Passive.

LONDON, Oct. 65-—The railway 
strike that has threatened industrial 
chaos and revolution in England was 
settled today. 

An agreement was reached after a 
conference of four hours in Downing 
street between Premier Lioyd George 
and Mr. Bonar Law on the govern. 
ment side and J. H. Thomas, legder 
of the strikers, and other laborites on 
the unions’ side. 

Gist of Agreement. 

As a result of the lengthy pariey 
the following agreetfnent was reached: 

‘Work to be resumed forthwith. 

On full resumption of work, ne- 
gotiations shall be continued with 

* the understanding they will be 

completed before Dec, 31, 1919. 
| Wages Will be stabilized in the 

United. Kingdom at their, present 

level up to Sept. 30, 1920. Any 

time after Aug. 1, 1920, they may 
be reviewed in the light of circum- 
stances then existing. 

No adult railway man shail re- 
ceive less than 50 shillings a week 
so long as the cost of living is not 
less than 110 per cent above pre 
war prices, 

Railway men’s, engine -men’s, 
and firemen’s unions agree that the 
men shall work harmoniously with 
railway servants who remained or 
returned to work and the govern- 
ment and wnions agree no man 
shall be prejudiced in any way as a 
result of the strike. 

Arrears in wages which have 
been withheld in consequence of 
the breach of contract will be paid 
after the resumption of work. 


Strike Quickly Settled. 

The settlement of the great strike 
came more quickly than was expected 
even in those well posted circles where 
there was the fullest confidence last 
night that the common sense view 
taken by the public would compel an 
arrangement. 

News of the settlement spread like a 
flame throughout London. The crowds 
walking about the streets in‘the drab) 
atmosphere of a typical English Octe 
ber day took it so quietly one might 
have thought they expected it all along. 

“It had to be settled,” one man said 
to another, who replied: “Of course 
it had.” 

Began Strike Sept. 26. 

The strike went into effect suddenly 
at midnight on Sept. 26, and for a time 
paralyzed transportation facilities of 
the country. London and other great 
municipalities were threatened with 
severe food shortage and the govern- 
ment immediately clamped down modi- 
fied war timie food rationing, placing 
the food distribution in London under

“If annexed to Italy, Fiume would 
be cut off from the back country and 
Fiume would die.” 

He said that if annexed to Jugo- 
Slavia “Fiume would be a thorn in 
the side of every Italian/’, which would 
result in dangerous hatreds. Fiume, 
he said; would be a model city under a 
neutral government or with an elected 
council.

Trace Robber’s Hat.

NEIGHBORHOODS. 

Thousands of residences are going to be built in 

Chicago in the next few years. Are we going to 
guarantee these homes residential environment or 
are their owners to take the chance of a factory 
next door and resulting property depreciation? 
We have zoning law and also a commission 
appointed to map the city. There should be no 
delay in establishing zones where only homes may 
be constructed and others reserved to industrial 
purposes. | 

The zone system is a guarantee that one’s home 
is not to be exposed to hurtful influences. A deli- 
catessen or a garage will hurt property values in 
a whole block. A citizen ought to have some kind 
of insurafice that if he invests his earnings in a 
residence in a quiet, healthful neighborhood his 
interests will not suffer nor his family be exposed

The 
treasury of the Irish republic received 
more or less opened and censored mail 
in the days immediately following, but 
the letter of the Bishop of Killaloe and 
the check for the £75 was missing. 

Urges All to Aid Irish. 

When the news of. the letter’s non- 
arrival reached,the bishop he can- 
celed the check and sent a duplicate 
‘by hand and a duplicate of the letter, 
which reads: 

“Dear Mr. Secretary—I Beg td ap 
ply for 100 pounds in the Irish loan 
and herewith enclose a check for 75 
per cent of that amount. 

“This loan will rapidly fill. Its ob- 
ject appeals to every man that wishes 
Ireland well. 

“Now is the time to give proof of 
the faith that isin us. We must not in 
this na@onal enterprise fall behind our 
great American friends. It will be 
a shame to do so. 

“We have to build up a new Ireland.

Former Judge Chytraus was a mem- 
ber of the Republican and Union 
Le clubs and the American, IIli- 
nois State, and Chicago Bar associa- 
tions. He was a Mason and an Odd

_ Are Received Here 
with Enthasiasm|_

The concert season in Orchestra hall 
opened brilliantly yesterday afternoon. 
The audience filled every available seat 
in the auditorium and on the stage left 


‘only place for the concert givers and

perfection of technical precision that, 
tells of long and diligent preparation, 
with a delicacy of shading and an 


unanimity of interpretation that evi- 


dence careful and constant rehearsing 
under some one directing mind that is 
a mind of fine musical taste and feel- 
ing. Especially exquisite is the work 
done along the lines of pianissimo and 
medium volumed singing. Here the 
four voices blend and balance perfectly. 
Only when fuller effects are used do the 
two ends of the quartet impress as 
weak. Then the contralto of Mr. Gen- 
tii and the tenor of Mr. Gecchini tend 
to overshadow the voices of their fel- 
lows, and it is only in such moments 
that the soprano of Mr. Gabrielli takes 
on suggestion of roughness and impur-
